American politics and government 
that the man whose native Aus- 
tralia barred him from returning 
to its shores should have imposed 
upon our own country for two dec- 
ades. 


That he is 'a labor organizer has 


^nothing to do with the case. Capi- 


" t'alist or latiorite, we would feel 
the same way about any outsider 
coming over here and presuming 
to speak for a group of Americans 
when he was publicly suspect of 
trading with Communist nations. 


Bridges, the man who kept Cali- 


fornia shipping paralyzed by one 
strike after another — including 
the sea routes to Hawaii — was 
convicted by a federal court jury 
in San Francisco yesterday of com- 


'Isnitting perjury when he declared 


in his 1945 naturalization proceed- 
ings that he was not a Communist. 
Effect of the conviction will be to 
•cancel his citizenship and return 
him to Australia — if she'll ac- 
cept him. 


Australia raised Bridges — she's 


got to take him back. 


How did ihc, man stall off our 


courts for 20 years? He controlled, 
some votes: Quite a lot of votes. 
jjAnd each election he played both 
*%nds against the middle — whether 


it was a Californian running for 
governor or a Roosevelt for presi- 
dent, and managed to evade jus- 
tice by the law and the courts . . . 
until now. 


There's a 
radio 
commentator 


named Frank Edwards now on the 
air under the sponsorship of the 
American Federation of Labor— 
and he has a special gift for humor 


%ymd plausibility. You know that 


word "plausibility" — it means 
"to sound good." 


I heard Mr. Edwards sounding 


good last night on the subject of 
the Kerr bill, which is on the presi- 
dent's desk for signature. Mr. Ed- 
wards has been fighting the Kerr 
bill for many weeks. The Kerr bill 
would prohibit 
federal 
agencies 


from interfering with the prices 
charged for the production of na- 
tural gas which goes into pipelines 


\*pnd,heats the industries and homes 


of the North. 


The subject, you see, is not labor 


—it's economics. Mr. Edwards says 
the effect of the Kerr bill will be 
to raise the price of gas to folks 
living up North. That's where most 
of Mr. Edwards' sponsors live. 


But the gas he is talking about 


is produced down our way — which 
is where we live. 


Furthermore, there are a lot of 


' us who, if we had our way, would 
^make the people who want to use 


gas for industrial purposes bring 
their industries down here instead 
of taking our gas up there.

that. 


But I'm mentioning it — now. 
Mr. Edwards is

The following 
statement 
on 


parking meters was issued today 
by the C of C as a result of re- 
cent community meetings conduct- 
ed by the Hops Chamber of Com- 
merce those attending were led to 
believe that the' majority of citi- 
zens in the Hope trade territory 
are in favor of parking 
meters 


being installed in the 
business 


district of Hope. The Chamber of 
Commerce, desiring to carry 
out 


the wishes of those people support- 
ing the city, requested that this 
sentiment 
on the part of the 


neighboring communities be put 
in writing. Petitions from Patmos 
and Washington have already been 
turned in and last night were pre- 
sented to the City Council. Sim- 
ilar petitions are being prepared 
by the residents of Springhill and 
Blcvins. It is believed that other 
petitions will be. forthcoming. 


The Chamber of Commerce de- 


sires the parking problem to be 
solved in accordance with 
those 


people in the trade territory. In 
contacting local merchants it has 
been found that the majority 
of 


them want trick customers wishes 
to be carried out in this respect. 


Whether or not parking meters 


are installed will no doubt depend 
upon a vote of the people. 
The

Prague, Czechoslovakia, A p r i l 


5—(/P)—A Roman Catholic clergy- 
man was sentenced today by a 
Prague court to life imprisonment 
on charges of high treason 
and 


spying for the Vatican. 


His nine co-defendants, 
all of 


them Catholic 
churchmen, 
e- 


ceived lighter sentences r a n ging 
from two to 25 years. 


The official Czechoslovak news 


agency reported that nine of the 
clergymen were convicted of cith- 
er anti-state activity or treason or 
both. The Other .drew a two - year 
sentence because he knew of the 
activities of the others and did not 
report them. 


Some of the defendants w e r e 


charged with contacting f o r e ign 
groups and collecting weapons to 
be used against the government. 


The life imprisonment was 
or- 


dered for Dr. Jan Mastilak, 39- 
year old Redemptorist monk 
who 


was director of the M o r a v a i a n 
Theological institute. 


Sentenced to 25 years were 
Dr. 


Frantisek Silham, 45, provincial

Bridges to 
Take Conviction 
to High Court 


San Francisco, April 5 — (/P) — 


Harry Bridges' 
CIO 
Longshore 


union laid plans today to carry to 
the Supreme court, if necessary, the 
fight against their leader's convic- 
tion on a charge that he lied to 
conceal he was a Communist. 


Bitterly assailing y e s t e r day's 


verdict of a federal 'court jury, the 
union's officers mapped a strategy 
that would counter possible moves 
to cancel Bridges' citzenship and 
have him deported to Australia. 


But F. Joseph Donohue, the spe- 


cial prosecutor for the 
govern- 


ment in the stormy 81-day trial, 
said he felt 
certain 
the higher 


courts would find no basis for a re- 
versal, 
• 


Donohue expressed belief 
that 


Bridges' conviction of committing 
perjury at his 1945 naturalization 
hearing would result in automatic 
cancellation of his citizenship, fol- 
lowed by d e p o r t a t ion action. 
Bridges, 48, and two union aides 
convicted with him of also conspir- 
ing to commit perjury will be sen- 
tenced Monday. Seven year terms 
and $15,000 fines are possible. 


From Sydney, Australia, whence 


Bridges shipped out in 1920 for a 
tumultuous career as a labor lead- 
er in the United States, came word 
by immigration officials 
that he 


probably would be allowed to re- 
turn if ordered deported. Other gov- 
ernment officials took the opposite 
view but said no decision would be 
made until an application required 


The San Francisco regional of 


flee of the national labor relations 
board studied another aspect of 
the conviction: Whether it had any 
effect on the recent signing of 
non-Communist a f f i d a v. i ts by 
Bridges and other officers of his 
nternational Longshoremen's and, 
warehousemen's union. 


Those officers had held out for 


a long time against sighing such af 
fidavits. When they did so, they 
freely acknowledged the/' primary 
.pifrpose was to'.be in le'ga);j£,$$ir"'' 
to resist any possible union ;?raiLr, 
ing by the American Federation of 
Labor. Signing the affidavits was 
required, in order for a union to 
have legal status before the NLRB. 


Bridges' union presently is un- 


der threat of explusion from the na- 
tional CIO on charges of consistent- 
ly p u r s u i n g left wing policies 
against the wiches of President 
Philip Murray and his national of- 
ficers. Murray declined comment 
last night at Washington on what 
effect, if any, the conviction would 
have on that.

The reaction of Bridges and his 


union colleagues to the conviction 
was cynical. 


"An i m m i g r a t ion frameup 


snapped the lean, hawk-nosed man 
who has sparked several paralyz- 
ing West Coast strikes since he be- 
came an active leader in 1933. 


Bridges always has been bitter 


against the immigration 
depart- 


ment which he 
blamed for 
the 


moves behind two unsuccessful 
efforts to have him deported as an, 
alleged Communist. 


His union issued a statement last 


night calling it a "fantastic jury 
verdict" after a trial in an atmos 
phere of "H-bomb hysteria."
